“If your agents in England had re- 
insured your cargo would you have 
known of it?’ 

“Yes, and there was no one in 
Engiand who had anything to do 
with our insurance. Furthermore, we 
do not insure cargo, only the freight 
qnoney.

“My sister and Thelma arrived on 
deck just after the last boat had left 
the vessel,"’ began Person.

MAY BE GRAFTED. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

CHICAGO, April 27.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] Miracles of surgery which 
involve the dismembering of flead 
bodies to reconstruct the living are 
Geciared to be possibilities of the im- 
mediate future by Dr. Roswell Park, 
professor of surgery of the University 
of Buffalo. In a sectiéntific§ article 
which dealt with his theories with a 
wealth of detail, Dr. Park told in the 
current number of the Journal of the 
American Medical 
this could be accomplished. 

His plan simply is to make practical 
use of the live organs that remain in 
the corpse of a dead man or woman. 
Stnce death may result from violent 
injury to ome organ—the brain or 
heart, for instance—Dr. Park says 
that the remaining live tissues may be 
grafted upon the body of an injured 
person, with the same hope of success 
exhibits in grafting a 
flo upon a tree or bush with which 
it has not before been by 
nature.

“The Senate should have appointed 
an investigating committee of marine 
experts including a shipbuilder, a ma- 
rine engineer, an Atlantic sea captain, 
an officer of the hydrographic office: 
all being selected for their proved 
ability and experience. This commit- 
tee, instead of asking puerile and ut-. 
terly irrelevant questions, and ex- 
pressing amateur opinion in the pre- 
liminary stages of the investigation, 
would have conducted the court in a 
professional and dignified manner, 
obly technical and pertinent evidence 
would have been extracted from the 
witnesses and due allowance would 
have been made for the individual 
idea of each witness. This commit- 
tee would have made a valuable ex- 
pert re ' to the Senate with sug- 
gestion for future legislation for safe- 
the lives of those who travel 
by water. 

“I can imagine the feelings of our 
naval experte—and we have some of 
world-wide repute in this country— 
on reading many of the absurd ques- 
tions asked by the committee of Sen- 
ators and pseudo marine experts, for 
instance, ‘Are not the water-tight 
compartments safe places the 
werngn and children in time of dan- 
ger 

“I may mention that the water- 
tight compartments referred to is the

| FELES CHARGES. 


Farmer Assistant tant Engineer for the 
| Public “Utilities Board Puts Black 

on. White. 

A. T. Stewart who, until his trou- 
ble last week with the Board of Pub- 
lic Utilities, was assistant engineer 
of that department filed with the 
. Mayor his charges against the board 
' yesterday. He gives it ashis belief that 
his statements show the unfitpess of 
some of the members to hold the 
positions they occupy and says: I 
am convinced that a thorough, intel- 
ligent and honest investigation of the 
department will result in good to 
the city.” 

Stewart charges that, President 
Foulks is not fitted to hold such an 
office either by tempe ent, gen- 
eral education, or a proper concep- 
tion of its requirements. He charges 
that Foulks has attempted to use his 
office as a means of witholding from” 
the public information which it is a 
part of the duty of the board to kéep 
available for the public and that 
the whole conduct of the affairs of 
the board by the incumbents has 
shown an utter lack of conception 
of the proper functions of such board, 
or a lack of ability handle them 
on a par with sant commissions 
elesewhere. . 

Eight or nine pages are used by 
Stewart in backing his charges with 
instances illustrating them. He 
charges that Foulks has not sufficient 
command of the English language 
to write a clear and intelligent letter 
replying to questions coming to the 
office, and that the answering of com- 
plaints and mattefs between the city 
and the public utitity companies is 
turned over to a $90 clerk to decide 
questions that should be handled by 
the president or be refe to en- 
gineers. 

Stewart asserts in his charges that 
Foulks “took him over the coals” 
for giving citizens information in re- 
sponse to Inquiries about th Eagle, 
Rock Railway line using cro. "ings 
of streets over which it had no frin- 
chise, and says he was told by Foulks 
that he should not give out informa- 
|tion. He also hgsa grievance against 
the way the board treated his en- 
deavors to explain data in reference 
to a re-routing of street 
cars. 

The Mayor has said that he would 
take’ up the matter of an investiga, 
tion when Stewart filed his written 
charges and it is possible some move 
will be made in this line Monday.

Valley to’ Assist Farmers. 
A movement that has been institut- 


of the condition of negroes who come 
here from the South, and which is 
commended by some of the leading 
negroes of this city, is Ukely to be 
the means of sehding to Imperial Val- 
ley a number of the best negro cot- 
ton farmers who come from the 
southern cotton belt to California. 

For some time past leaders of the 
negro citizenship here have felt that 
members of their race who commie 
from farming districts of the South 
should be urged wo get out Into the 
agricultural districts of Southern Cal- 
ifornia, rather than to seek locations 
in the city. 

To this end a company of colored 
men have been making an inspection 
of conditions and lands in Imperal 
Valley. In the party were J. L. EBa- 
monds, editor of the Liberator, a 
local negro newspaper; G. Woodson 
Wickliffe, a local attorney, and T. N. 
Alexander. These men made a thor- 
ough inspection of Imperial Valley 
,from Brawley to Calexico, and were 
amazed at what is being done in cot- 
ton growing there, especially in the 
volunteering of cotton. 

These men, who have just fetuwand 
from the valley, believe they will be 
doing the best class of southern 
negroes a good service by inducing 
them to go to Imperial Valley a 
engage in cotton growing, and tKat 
this will also be of service to the val- 
-ley residents, as it will furnish an 
abundance of experienced labor for 
the cotton flelds.

‘So.many features were crowded’ in- 
to the day that the animated pro- 
gramme filled many hours with 
sparkling entertainment. When it 
came to the wild animal show, Mayor 
Alexander cast a momentary shadow 
over the sunny occasion by refusing 
to enter the lion's den when the lions 
were present and in good. working 
order, to pose for a moving picture 
machine, but in apologizing for thia 
delinquency President Frank W. Blair

FTER THE EVENT. | 

There are certain world tragedies 
which will always arouse strong human 
feelings, but about which sober though: 
‘Should not be hasty. In any case wherein 
general sentiment has been worked up to 
fever heat, wherein valuable lives have ap- 
parently bepn sacrificed for want of proper 
precautions, the first desire of the afflicted 
is generally to discover a scapegoat—some 
individual or individuals on whom to fix the 
blame. 

This is naturally the case in such a ter- 
ribly tragic even: as the sinking of the 
world’s greatest steamship, involving as ii 
did so heavy a toll in human life. The rad- 
icals will call it a case of criminal careless- 
ness,<the conservatives will set it down as 
the result of man’s overconfidence. The 
wise will reserve judgment and possibly 
turn their attention to making provisions 
first to guard against a repetition of so un- 
necessary a flinging away of human lives. 

If the White Star lime has been criminal- 
ly careless in sending a veésel to sea not | 
properly equipped with tife-saving appara- 
tus, then 90 per cent. of the vessels afloat 
have been guilty of the same criminal care- 
lessness; then the Board of Trade, in com- 


been willing to accept ocean travel on these 
terms without a protest, must be considered 
as guilty of contributory negligence. 

For any man of average: intelligence 
could have discovered that there have not 
been sufficient boats carried on any Atlantic 
liner (with a few possible exceptions) to 
accommodate all the men and women on 
board in case of a total wreck. Not only 
the steamship builders and owners, but 
those travelers, too, who have made many 
safe voyages across the Atlantic have al- 
ways believed that such mammoths as the 
Titanic were practically unsinkable. So 
the world has kept on demanding larger. 

So the 
steamship companies have been continually 
vying with one another to meet this de- 
mand. And so the risk has been forgotten,

able disaster at last calls a halt. After the

“Taft is a- hypocrite, a fabricator, 
and a violator of alf cangns of decency,” 
snorts Roosevelt. “Taft turned me out of 
office,” snivels Pinchot. 
“The struggle in politics today,” says a 
local speaker,. “is between humanitarian 
rights and property rights.

The last_speaker is more logical or at 
least more candid than the snorters.

HAT MIGHT BE DONE. ' 

Suppose that, a majority of voters 
actually voting, constituting perhaps one- 
fifth of the people of California, should -en- 
act an initiative law, delegating to a board 
composed of the Governor, Attorney-Gen- 
eral and Secretary of State the power to 
change the Civil Code and Code of Civil 
Procedure in any particulars. Suppose that 
the board should under this authority pass 
an act abofishing all laws for the co!'ection 
of debts. The Supreme Court. would ad- 
judge the board law to be unconstitutional 
in that it impaired the obligation of con- 
tracts and also because neither the Legis- 


lature nor the people has a right under the 
Constitution to create a board composed of 


executive officers of the State and delegate 
to it legislative duties. | 
Then, if we had the “recall of decisions,” 


one-fifth of the people might, under the lat- 


est intellectual antic of Roosevelt, vote to 
reverse the decision of the Supreme Court.

Suppose that one-fifth of the people should, | 


either by the initiative or through a Legis- 
lature elected by them, enact’a law that 
property, whether owned by corporations or 
individuals, the value of which was in excess 
of $10,000 should be subject to double the 
rate of property below $10,000 in value, 
property valued at $50,000 at three times 
the rate, property valued at $100,000 at four 
times the rate, and property valued at

TEAMSHIP LEGISLATION. 

The House of Representatives Com- 
mittee on Merchant Marine has reported a 
resolution “that the danger from fog and 
ice to vessels has been known, and that to 
lay down routes by {nternational agreement, 
‘and make them compulsory for swift steam- 
‘ers, has long been fegarded as necessary 
to the safety of life and property at sea.” 


, Senator Lodge from the Senate Commit- 


tee on Foreign Relations has reperted a res- 
olution “that the President of the United 
States be and he is hereby advised that 
the Senate would favor treaties with Eng: 
land, France, Germany, and other maritime 
governments to regulate the course and 
Speed of all vessels engaged in the carry- 
ing of passengers at sea; to determine the 
number of lifeboats, rafts, searchlights, and 
wireless apparatus to be carried by such 
vessels and to assure the use of such other 
equipment as shall be adequate to secure 
the safety of such vessels, passengers, and 
crews,” 

It is to be hoped that the great maritime 
nations of Europe will agree with the United 
States that all passenger steamers of what- 
ever nationality shall be subject to govern- 
mental inspection in the port from which 
they are advertised to sail, and shall not 
be suffered to depart unless they have

CONNECTICUT SWELL LANDS IN 
THE COUNTY JAIL. 


Wealthy Relatives in East, but Is 
Himself Without Funds—Busi- 
Ress Men, Banks and Friends 
Among Those Touched. 


After having passed worthless 
checks aggregating more than $1000, 
so the Sheriff and several eputies 
of the District Attorney affirm, C. A. 
‘Kendall, a tourist from Connecticut 
Was arrested in Pomona yesterday 
morning and in default of - $5000 | 
bonds was placed in the County Jail. | 

Kendall is about 25 years old 
and says he has wealthy relatives in 
the East. He telegraphed his aunt, 
Mrs. D. B. Mallory of New Wilford. 
Ct., to send him mohey with which 


to settle his alleged bogus ichecks 
and provide for a legal defe He 
begged to be kept out of jail untii 
an answer should come, After wait- 
ing several hours the officers locked 
him up. Kendall told Daputy Con- 
Stable Benjamin that he is a gradu- 
ate of a Pennsylvania college and 
came West to see the country. 

Kendall appears to have cuta wide 
Swath at Pomona and in Pasadena. 
He spent money freely, dressed well 
and drove a stylish rented automobile. 
According to the officers, when he ran 
short of money he would induce some 
of his acquaintances to introduce him 
at some bank or business house where 
he would cash a check on the First 
National Bank of New Milford. In 
most instances the signature of Mrs. 
| Mallory was used as the drawer of 
the check. 

W. A. Snyder of Pomona told 
Deputy District Attorney Keyes yes- 
Aerday that Kendall had made such 
plauaible representations to him he 
did not hestitate to cash two checks 
for $200. Each was apparently drawn 
by Mrs. Mallory and the entire check 
was written in a hand that greatly 
resembled letters Kendall showed 
which came from his aunt. 

In Pasadena, it is alleged, Kendall 
became acquainted with someone who 
obligingly cashed a check for $65 
and. introduced him to the business 
men. In Los Angeles Kendall is al- 
leged to have passed two worthless 
checks on a sporting goods store and 
taxicab owners and cafe proprie- 
ors. 

The defendant will be artaigned in 
Justives Reeve's and Summerfield's 
courts tomorrow and may also be 
taken to Pomona to answer another 
charge there. 

Forgery will be the main complaint 
against the defendant, and witnesses 
from the East may come to testify at 
the preliminary | examination.

in China. Walter Scott, in one of his 
novels, tells us that in Shetland tea 
was used by all ranks, at an early 
day, “the popularity’ of porridge be- 
ing quite exploded.” In Rome and 
Florence the influx of Americans and 
Englishmen has not only upset the 
coffee-pot altogether, but 
brought about a little social revolu- 
tion, the tea-urn in many families 
being almost as common as the 
samovar in Russia. In Denmark, 
too, and in Morocco, the entertainer 
shows his hospitality to the wayfarer 
by setting before him a brass tray 
with tea. Some eleven years ago I 
spent two days at Tangiers, and I 
noticed that all classes at the lead- 
ing hotel drunk tea at two out of 
their three daily meals, while at my 
hotel at Gibraltar nearly everybody 
partook of tea three times a day. 
Agassiz and Darwin seldom indulged 
in coffee, while in one of Mr. How-

Buckle, in his tracings of the con- 
nections between the intellectual 
progress of nations and the use of 
current drinks, favors tea. And Bril- 
lat Savarin, that prince of epicures 
and gastronomers, has said that while 
he preferred coffee to tea, the lat- 
ter was the safer beverage: and he 
affirmed that a man would go mad 
who drank one litre of strong coffee 
every day for three months, and that 
the same amount of tea was less 
deleterious. Mr. Carnegie, in an in- 
terview some years ago, while I was 
in Edinburg, declared that at pres- 
ent, little or no coffee was used in 
Scotland, but that 150 jears before 
his countrymen believed that 
breught on dyspepsia, and that its 
use spread. slowly; and that in the 
extreme north of Scotland the ma- 
jority of the inhabitants regarded it 
as a kind of medicine. 

The four great tea-drinking peo- 
ples of the world are China, Japan, 
Russia and England, and Scotland.

I saw very little tea drinking in 
Spain and Portugal; the people of 
those two countries drink great 
quantities of tMeir native wines made 
from poor grapes and liberally sophis- 
ticated by selected water. The Rus- 
sians consume more tea to the in- 
dividual than any other people, often 
taking from five to twelve glasses at 
one sitting—sometimes cold, but gef- 
erally hot. I once watched an aged 
Russian at the Paris Exposition of 
1889 drink eleven glasses of tea at 
a. single sitting. Buffalo Bill and I 
were sitting together at a near table, 
and, I am compelled to admit, we 
nearly kept up with tho Russian 
on small glasses of Munich beer. But 
England is a good second to Rus- 
sia, and few English people are there 
anywhere in the world that would 
not go to pieces were they deprived 
of their 4 o'clock tea. It is a great 
sight to see these Britishers assem- 
ble by hundreds on the terrace at 
Shephea:l’s in beiween 
4 and 6 o'clock of a winter's aiter- 
noon, and each get away with a 
pot of tea—a good many of them 
eating the sugar from the hand. 

How or when to a year tea-drink- 
.ng was first introduced into Eng- 
land I have not been able to precise- 
ly chronicle, except that it was 


Pepys, in his diary on September 28, 
1660, indicated that while he was 
pretty much at the center of things, 
admitted that he was behind the times 
in the use of tea.

As a development of the handling of 
the money in connection with the 
school cafeteria, a new departure has 
been worked out by . & Arm- 
strong, head of the commercial <de- 
partment. At present something like 
$25,000 is handled yearly by the stu- 
dents. The noon meal for a school 
of 1400 runs into money. Whtle 
eertain phases of the work in serving 
food and taking money can be done 
by the students without hindrance to 
their school work, yet there aré many 
of the operations—mechanical and 
technical, that call for an outlay of 
time and a kind of skill not advisable 
to give the students. This work is 
done by a carefully selected staff. 
[3 are engaged by the student body 
office 
Hoffman, the capable head of the 
corps, what labor-saving machinery is 
required; what supplies are to be or- 
dered, and the nature of the food to 
be furnished. Wages, equipment ind 
Lills for supplies are paid through the 
eommercial department.

C. Brown now retired, well known to 
a large circle of friends through her 
yearly visits to his home. The wed- 
ding was quietly celebrated in Hotel 
Gotham in New York City and only 

a few relatives and friends were pres- 
ak This important event occurred 
during rather busy days from a legis- 
lative standpoint and the Senator had 
to hurry back to the capital to take 
up the thread of public duty tempo- 
rarily sundered by Cupid. But when| 
occasion permitted, Mr. Warren took 
his bride on an extended and entirely 
unique honeymoon tour as present- 
‘day .civilized conditions can afford. In 
the whirl of a winter in which one 
delightful function followed another, 
when friends vied with each other to 
show her honor for her own sake 
and for that of her husband, Mrs. 
Warren looks back on that trip 
through Wyoming last summer — as 
something so wonderful and entranc- 
ing that it seemed almost a dream. 

Senator Warren timed his depart- 
ure from Washington in order that Mrs. 
Warren could be present at that fam- 
ous Wyoming Frontier show, a west- 
ernized idea of a country fair with 
the decided difference that everything 
is merely for exhibition and nothing 
for sale. This show has long been 
celebrated and people travel from afar 
to be present. It lasts a week and 
every moment is filled with events 
startling and entertaining even for 
those who live in the renowned for- 
mer kingdom of the cowboys. To 
Mrs. Warren it was a revelation. The 
riding alone she thinks is worth 
crossing the continent to see. — 
feature is the catching and breaking 
of perfectly wild’ horses, another har- 
nessing and driving buffaloes and of 
lassoing cattle. 

“It was very much like what I have 
seen since I was a smal child in the 
Wild West shows,” said Mrs. Warren, 
“only this was the real performance, 
and the others merely a reproduction 
of it. It makes a vast difference when 


lutely wild and bridled and ridden for | 
the first time and when the method 
of doing so is shown you in a circus 
ring. I found the same satisfaction 
with regard to the buffaloes and the 
entire exhibition was something which 
an easterner can not faintly imagine 
and before which our most vaunted 
riding displays pale, The varied 
products of the State were also dis- 
played, and this week gave me a bet- 
ter idea of Wyoming; its agricultural 
wealth, its mines and its world-re- 
nowned live steck than the reading 
of hundreds of books on the subjéct 
would have done. 

“But the people impressed me even 
more ahan thelr magnificent country, 
if that could be possible. I was 
charmed with thelr breadth of 
thought, their hospitality and infac- 
tious progressiveness. Cheyenne is a 
small city as the term goes if the 
East, but a most complete one when 
modern conveniences are applied. The 
homes are luxurious as in the East, 
the manner of living just the same, 
except perhaps wth the balance of fa- 
vor with Cheyenne because of the 
superb climate. Trying to analyze the 
particular charm of the people, it is, 
I believe, caused by their earnestness, 
thelr courage and their well-tried 
abilities to grasp the problems which 
life in the far West presents. I ad- 
mired their courage most of all. To 
grapple with the wilderness, and to 
conquer it seemed heroic. We of the 
East used to paved streets, and all 
the comforts of a  well-populated 
country, cannot even comprehend the 
mental and ptysical stamina of those 
who cut down the forest primevel, 
blast the rocks and build their cities 
where no white man has trod before 
them. 

“after this delightful experience in 
Cheyenne, Sentor Warren had ar- 
ranged what turned out to be a per- 
fect way to see some of the fine State 


trains which eat up the distance be- 
tween the Atlantic and Pacific oceans 
miss much pleasure. These trains 
were a revelation to me and I have 
traveled in that division of the union 
‘called the East and Middle West. The 
end car of the suite of trains is made 
of glass, an observation car which 
might be termed a boudoir or a ve- 
randa in an elegantly appointed 
home. There are revolving chairs, 
small moveable tables, reading mat- 
ter, all that one nee@s tor comfort 
when ordinary duties have been sus- 
pended. We traveled in this luxury 
until we reached the small town of 
Cody, named for the great scout, Buf- 
oe Bill. But on the way, I was de- 
lighted with glimpses of agricultural 
country, for Wyoming has now 
turned attention to the soll and the 
days of the great cattle ranges afe 
gone. Ranches seem incredibly far 
apart, but we would pass small set- 
lements of two or three houses and 
invariably a large substuntial school 
house. “I am told that these schools 
are well filled though the surrounding 
country seemed to be entirely depop- 
ulated. There was a comforting 
number of spires pointing upward 
and proclaiming that things spiritual 
claim as much attention as material 
development. At Cody we changed 
from the luxurious train to a motor 
car and thus began our tour tu the 
objective point of our journey, the 
National Yellowstone Park. 

“I thought myself quite adventure- 
some to start on such an expedition 
without a troop of cavalry in the 
rear, but Wyoming of today is far re- 
moved from Wyoming of wild west 
stories, and I can claim only one or 
two experiences. One was the cap- 
sizing of the motor car, but we all es- 
caped with a few scratches and the 
other was that the train was held up 


bad man impeded our progress, and 
though it would be quite proper to be 
able to-relate blood curdling escapes, 
we accepted their loss quite philo- 
sophically. After speeding for a day. 
through glorious mountain scenery, 
we spent the night in a small log 
cabin fitted up by the Cody Company 


the Yellowstone from Cody to Pa- 
haska. Only then I realized that we 
had left cities and modern eonditions 
far behind and reached the heart 
of nature. The absolute wildness 
and the voiceless solitude awed me 
even more than the wonders of the 
park did afterwards. The cabin was 
well stocked with food “and there was 
a fine cook to prepare it. Banquets 
in palaces are not to be named with 
the feast spread in one of these log 
cabins at the foot of these rugged 
mountains. The ranches which dot 
the landscape are treasure houses for 
the tourist. Chickens, fresh. exgs, 
home-cured hams, and vegetables 
fresh and drie@ are all to be obtained 
and awaiting The motors which climb 
from Cody ot he towards the park. 

‘There are three ways to see this 
magnificent government play ground. 
One is to rent everything yourself, 
plan your own tour and select your 
camping grounds at pleasure. ‘The 
second is to permit the companies 
which possess government concessions 
to provide you with horses and 
guides, and the third is to hire a com- 
plete camping outfit and guides. to 
conduct you through with least loss of 
time and without frecrossing your 


path. Any of them are worth 
while and I could not recom- 
mend one more than another. 
The inne and i hotels in the 


parz are owned by the government, 
put are leased by private individuals. 
They are such hotels as Americans 
demand whether ‘they travel tn North, 
South, East or West. The Grand 
Canyon Hotel ts a hostelry which 
would be impressive in the heart of 
New York City. Imagine it then in 
this glory of mountain and sky where 
no other building obtrudes on the at- 
tention. The food is bountiful and 
excellent, prepared with skill and 
there is every luxury which modern 
ingenuity can suggest. All through 
the park these comfortable inns or 
hotels are scattered and make the 
tour as easy and health-giving as 
though one were traveling in the old- 
est country of the old world. The

Prices Generally Are the Same aa 
last Week, but Considerably High- 
er than This Time Year Ago. 

While no immediate advance in 
flour and mill goods is predicted the 
market is still firm, despite the ad- 
Vance last week. Rains are needed 
in the San Joaquin Valley for both 
wheat and barley, a fact Which is 
gaid to be keeping the market firm. 

Local sugar prices are not so steady 
as they have been but it is impos- 
sible to predict- the future. Until 
several days ago New York refiners 
were quoting $5.20 for the refined 
product. Then Arbuckles cut the 
price to $5.05. The other refiners 
ignored this cut and are still quoting 
$5.20. Within the past week raw 
products have lost the gain made the. 
proceeding week, being quoted yes- 
terday at $3.98 as against $4.11 seven. 

Sugar in Los Angeles is 55 cents 
higher than at this date last year, 
when it was unusually low, and is not 
expected to return to last year’s 
basis. The conclusion: is that sugar 
locally will go no higher unless New 
York recovers its losses of the past 
two weeks.

(Popular Mechanics:] The latest 
estimate of the coal supply of Eng- 
land pleces the date of its exhaustion 
as 175 years hence. While this is a 
long period measured by the average 
life of a man, it does not look big 


|ecompared to the history of that coun- |. 


try. Our own coal supply is so large, 
and the expectation—aet least in the 
mind of the layman—of continued 
discoveries of vast deposits of fuel, 
make it practically impossible for our 
own people to seriously consider the 
exhaustion of our own coal fields. 


steam power for stationary engines is 
absurd and extravagant as to at least 


this country. We mine coal, we ship 
jit and haw! to our plant; Wwe shovel 
it from the wagon, we shovel again 
under boilers; we fill our cities with 
gmoke until they resemble a foundry 
on casting day, and then we must 
shovel ashes into wagons, cart these 
tashes through our streets, and after 
another expensive haul we give the 
worthless refuse a final shoveling——six 
handlings beside the freight and 
wagon haul. As pointed out ten years 
ago, the coal should come up from the 
mine to flow by gravity under the 
boilers of an enormous electric gen- 
erating plant, and the power and 
heat should get to its final destina- 
tion, not on coal cara, but on wires. 

We pity the crude methods of our 
forefathers; we boast of our present- 
day achievements, but only a genera- 
tion or two hence and many of the 
things we do will appear inexplicable 
and silly. 


Queer Indian Graveyard.

Must Reach the Child. 
{Philadelphia Record:] State Edu- 
cation Commissioner Kendall of New 
Jersey reaently made a forceful plea 
before a county teachers’ association 
for practical need ‘In the public 


schools. He su sted that the school 
of today is efideavoring to teach 
every child and itt so doing must reach 
every child individually. There was 
no such thing as an average child, de- 
clared the commissioner, no two 
pupils being alike, and it was ab- 
solutely necessary to teach the child 
and not the children. The funda- 
mental act of the school, he urged, 
was to give the child the power to 
read intelligently. The mastery of 
the printed page is 
achievement in education. 
schools cannot re everything for the 
children, for thé child fs not suf- 
ficiently long in the schools. Pupils 
should be given; more particularly 
the command of the essentials of 
education, reading, writing and num- 
bers.

Here were the rich- 
est shops in Peking, and they were 
all, with few exceptions, completely 
rified of their contents. Here, also, 
there was a skirmish between the 
looters and a party of loyal soldiers, 
but it came to nothing. Generally 
speaking, no attempt was made to 
quell the disturbance; the military 
commanders were afraid to act. 
NEXT ATTALK WEST SIDE. 
The next morning the _ rioters 
turned their attention to the west side 
of the city, and “all Peking” went out 
to visit the scene of the night's orgy. 
Whole areas had been swept by the 
flames. In some places the fire had 
not yet been extinguished: in others 
coolies were grubbing in the smoking 
ruins for what they could find: and 
every now and then a wall would fall 
with a crash and a cloud of dust, 
through which could be seen the flee- 
forms of the treasure hunters.

HOW ONE. RANK ESCAPED. 

The west city was well worth loot- 
ing, for in this section were situated 
the native banks, or “cash shops,” and 
hundreds of pawn shops. The losses of 
the banks and pawn shops alone 
are said to amount to nearly a mil- 
lion sterling. Disdaining éverything 
in the banks but dollars and bullion, 
the soldiers threw the smaller coins 
into the atreet, where they were 
rreedily seized by the riffraff that fol- 
lowed in their wake. Some of these 
coins were picked up by foreign sight- 
seers as souvenirs. 

Few of the banke escaped. There 
was one, however, that got off very 
easily. It was entered by elght sol- 
diers, who at once set to work in the 
usual way. The proprietor, however, 
reasoned with them and pointed out 
to them that if they undertook to loot 
the place they would soon be joined 
by a greedy horde, with the result 
that each would get comparatively lit 
tle. He then promised them that if 
they would hold the place that night 
agains all comers he would give them 
a thousand tacls apiece in the morn- 


osition and kept thelr word. 
THOUSANDS ARE BEHEADED. 
As the forenoon of March wore on, 
it looked as if the situation was 
steadily growing worse, for it was the 
-avowed intention of the mutineers to 
sack the private dwellings that night, 
But in the afternoon Chiang Kueiti's 
“black turbans” were sent for, and the 
imperial guards, who had been sent 
out to summer palace after the proc- 
lamation of the republic, were brought 
in and rearmed. Both these bodies 
of men behaved very well on the 
whole, though it Is true that in some 
places where the former were greatly 
outnumbered by the looters, they 
made common cause with them. 
Little by little the rioting ceased, 
and then came the bloody = sequel. 
Looters (unfortunately not always soi- 
diers) were caught and tied together 
in little bunches of three or four and 
brought to the conjectured scene of 
the crimes to wait the arrival of the 
executioners, In one bunch waa a boy 
of 10. Gen. Chiang Kuelti, fcllowed 
by his headsmen, rode through the 
city and personally superintended the 
ceremony. It is not known just how

Even the relief money 
paid was also a further loss on the 
labor as a whole, and a very heavy 
loss at that. And all this does Ti>t 
nearly represent the entire loss 
which Britain suffered as a result of 
the calamity. Millions of pounds 
(not dollars) were drawn out of the 
savings banks for livi expenses and 
are gone forever. en the losses 
incurred by: expensive loans and by 
the forced sale of securities at disas- 
trous sacrifices. As previously shown 
the losses to the railway owners by 
reduced freights and fares also 
amounted to millions, to which can 
be added the vast amount of business 
and private losses never made known. 
All told it _be very safely esti- 
mated that the calamity cost Lrita'n 
at least-one hundred millios pounds, 
or five hundred million dollarr, with, 
practically no real gain to the strik- 
ers. orto anyone except the mine 
owners, who sold their stocks of coal 
at enhanced prices. The trouble may 
break out again any day in any mine

Germany is today the second naval 
power in the world, stronger, if only 
“Dreadnoughts” be considered 
the older types of battleshipes and 
armoured cruisers be left out of ac- 
count, than even the United States. 
She has reached this threatening posi- 
tion almost automatically; partly ow- 
fng to the decay of the French navy 
and to the extirpation of the Rus- 
sian. Her own statesmen did not ex- 
pect it. In 1903, when the |Socialist 
Reichstag member, Bebel, complained 
that German officers were preaching 
that the fleet must be big enough to 
destroy England, Prince Buelow re- 
torted: 

“On the face of it that is fantastic 

. » ~«How fantastic it is may be 
judged from the fact that even after 
the completion of our present plans, 
the Germany navy will be only fifth or 
fourth of the navies of the world.” 

THE PROGRAMME. 

The “present: plans,” ie., the Navy 
Law programme, have not yet been 
completed, yet Germany has elready 
caught up France, Russia and Ameri- 
ca. All that happened tn nine short 
years. And when she now declares 
that she has not the least inten- 
tion of rivaling England, naturally 
England does not feel safe as to what 
may be the fact nine years hence. 
The growth of the German navy 
is splendid evidence that .a nation, 
which sets resolutely to work can ef- 
fect most things. Hard work, indi- 
vidual talents, and assiduous organ- 
ization have made the German navy 
what it is. The greatest of the in- 
dividuals is Admiral Alfred von Tir- 
pitz. By virtue of what he has ac- 
complished Tirpitz has had more in- 
fluence on modern European history 
than all the chancellors, ministerial] 
presidents, and foreign secretaries of 
the six great powers put together. 
Chancellors, and ministers come and 
go, but Tirpitz, the indispensable man, 
goes on-for ev@. He is a 63-year-old 
sailor hailing from Kuestrin, the once 
famous fortress town; he has been 
everything in the navy from cadet to 
commander of the East Asiatic 
squadron and now, for fifteen years, 
he has been Minister of Marine. He 
is a “grand admiral,” and was ¢n- 
nobled by Kaiser Wilhelm; but these 
are the only ornamental things about 
him: for he is a quiet, serious man 
who does not advertise but prefers 
secretly to run the whole Imperial 
policy. Tirpitz was mainly. responsi- 
ble for the recent downfall of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, Wermuth, 
who had. the cheek to say “No ships 
till we. get the money,” whereas Tir- 
pitz retorted: “Give me the ships and 
beg, borrow, or steal the money where 
you like.” Tirpitz does not believe 
in good relations with land; he 
believes that the only way to attain 

relations is to, build good ships. 
en necessary he does not hesitate 
to fight the Anglophile tendencies of 
Kaiser Wilhelm and usually intoler- 
ant Kaiser Wilhelm puts up with it, 
which shows Kaiser Wilhelm’s good 
sense. 


NAVY LEAGUE. 

The second factor responsible for 
the German navy is the Navy League. 
“The Navy League,” as said Prince 
Henry of Prussia, “is Germany's 
schoolmaster.” Thirty years ago 
Germans did not want a fleet. They 
had hardly recovered from the abor- 
tive attempt to create one in 1848, or 
from Lord Palmerston’s threat that “a 
German warship on the high seas 
would be treated as a pirate.” The 
progressive classes were Pacifist and 
“Little German,” while the conserva- 
tive classes were Prussian, rticular-

The “expert” second is ohe who 
has officiated at past duels and saved 


He either puts tn too much powder 
and rams it down too hard or he'puts 
in too little and does not ram it down 
at al- The first method may cause 
injury to a looker-on, but it saves the 
duellists. In the other case the bul- 
let barely covers the twenty or thirty 
paces meadured and makes a gentile, 
caressing tap upon the hero's coura- 
geous breast. 

As this method is not infallible, the 
average second prefers no bullets at 
all. He drops the lead into his waist-:

AMERICAN SHIP sete CARRY 
MORE OATS. 7 


United States Enforces the Mari- 
time Laws of European Countries 
Instead of Requiring Their Ships 
to Conform to American Regula- 
tions. 


WASHINGTON, April 18.—[Specia! 
to Brooklyn Eagile:] Had the Titanic 
been an American-built ship, flying 
the flag of the United States, she would 
have carried lifeboats with a capacity 
of 2567 persons. There would have 
been room for all and more than the 
total of her crew and passengers, aft- 
er she had beaten her life out against 
an iceberg. 

But the Titanic, being a British 
ship and fiying the British flag, wes 
required—to carry lifeboats and life 
rafts with a capacity of only 1242 per- 
sons, room for a little more than half 
of the people she carried on her first 
and only voyage, and which, for some 
strange reason, were apparently not 
freighted with 
even they could have contained. 

While less than 1@ per cent. of the 
cammerce of the United States is 
carried in American vessels, it is a 
fact that in some respects our ship- 


gent than those of Great Britain, par- 
ticularly in those features which have 
to do with the preservation of life in 
case of accident. 

There is an agreement between the 
United States and foreign countries 
with regard to the enforcement of 
shipping laws, but it is not uniform. 
in the case of Great Britain, Germany, 
France and several other powers, the 
United States accepts their shipping 
laws as governing vessels flying their 
fags. when they make port-in this 
cyuntry. United States officials inspect 
them, but they inspect them with a 
‘view to learning whether they conply 
With the law of the country from 
which they hail, not the American law 
In the case of other countries. arnongc 
which are Italy and Spain, ships which 
fly their flags must conform to the 
rules provided in our own shipping 
iaws, if they are permitted to enter 
our ports. 

Thus, we enforce English shipping 
regulations in our own ports, even 
though the Engtiéh vessels may viclate 
the American laws, which are not held

| struction of lifeboats and their equirp- 
ment, and they regulate their capacity 
on a basis of cubic feet. Ten cubic 
teet of capacity must be provided for 
each person, Thus, a twenty-foot 
Ufeboat, with six feet of beam and 
two and a half feet in depth, is al- 
‘lowed to carry eighteen persons, if 
it be part of the equipment of an 
ocean, lake or sound steamer, and 


river steamer. 

Ocean going passenger vessels of 150 
tons or over are required to carry life- 
boats of sufficient capacity to take care 
of their entire complement of crew 
and passengers. A 6000 ton ship must 
have a lifeboat capacity of 3870 cubic 
feet, or 387 persons. The ratio in- 
creases somewhat with the tonnage of 


Senger capacity. 

Thus a 10,000 ton ship will have a 
lifeboat capacity of 8145 cubic feet, 
or 814 persons, while a 20,000 ton ves- 
sel must have 12,645 cubic feet of life- 
boat capacity, or room enough for 
1264 persons. For each additiqnal 
500 gross tons above that, 225 cubic 
feet of lifeboat capacity must be 
added, or room enough for twenty- 
two and a half persons for each 500 
tons. Under this rule the Titanic, as 
an American ship, would have been 
compelled to provide room for 2567 
people in her boats. 

{New York Commercial:}] Survivors 
of the Titanic will not be able to col- 
lect damages in this country for their 
losses in money or persona! property. 
They must bring suit in the British 
} courts as the Titanic flew the British 
flag and their tickets were purchased 
in England. 

Attorneys versed in admiralty law 
said yesterday that to constitute 
grounds for suit the nearest relatives 
of those lost upon the Titanic must 
make it appear that death was caused 
by negligence on the part of the ship's 
officers or crew. Proof that she was 
proceeding at an immoderate speed 
under conditions unfavorable to navi- 
gation would furnish such grounds. 
This fact was established to the satis- 
| faction of the court which reviewed 
the collision of the Cromartyshire and 
ij La Bourgogne and the main point at 
issue was the extent of liability. 

“To prevent the incuring 
steamship companies ruinous damages 
from loss at sea their liabilMty has been 
definitely fixed by statute, 
limited to the value of whatever is 
left of the vessel and all moneys de- 
rived from the transportation of 
freight or passengers on the voyage in 
which she meets with accident,” said 
one lawyer. “It is customary for the 
owners to turn this fund over to a 
trustee named by the court and from 
it judgments are paid pro rata. In 
the case of La Bourgogne, which 
came up to the Supreme Court nearly 
ten years after her destruction, her 
owners claimed that the amount of 
this fund—about repre- 
sented by the lifeboats and rafts 
which were all that survived of the 
vessel. 

“Their contention that the mail sub- 
sidy paid by the government could 
not be included in the fund was sus- 
tained. But the court held that the 
passage and freight money for the 
last voyage must be surrendered to the 
trustee if a limitation of liability was 
to be secured. Exactly g#his same 
ruling will apply with respect to the 
Titanic.” 

Admiralty. lawyers say the courts 
have in several cases decided that the 
insurance money cannot be reached 
to pay for loss of life or cargo and 
that the contract of insurance is for 
the benefit of the owner alone and not 
for the shippers who were able to pro- 
tect their own shipments by insur- 
ance. 

On the cargo which the Titanic 
earried no claim for damages will lie 
according to the same authority. The 
Harter act of 1893 provides that if it 
can be proved that at the onset of a 
voyage a vessel is seaworthy. well 
found, properly manned, and laden, 
she may not be made Hable for the 
welfare of her freight thereafter, even 
if damage results from error or care- 
lessness.

The 
provisions of that act referring to 
sailors as workmen say: 

 “'Tf the workman leaves any de- 
pendants wholly dependent on his 
earnings an ar.ount equal to his earn- 
ings in the employment of the same 
employer during the three years next 
preceding the injury or £150, which- 
ever of these sums is the larger, but 
not exceeding in any case £300, shall 
be paid, provided that the amount of 
any weekly payments made under this 
act and any lump sum paid in re- 
demption thereof shall be deducted 
from such amount, and if the period 
of the workman's employment by the 
said employer has been less than the. 
said three years, then the amount of 
his tarnings during the said period 


shall be deemed to be 156 times his;

MAY REVOLUTIONIZE THE NEW 
SERIES OF Cams. 


Excide Battery, the Largest in the 
World, Has Been Instalied and 
Much Is Expected from Tests to 
Be Made by This Lead-lined Tank, 
for Which Mach Is Claimed, 
| 
According to C. H. Bristol, the re- 
sponsibility for dependable service in 
electric cars is unquestionable. The 
power that is used to propel an elec- 
tric car is derived from a storage 
battery. The battery used is the most 
responsible part of the car, but needs 
some attention, and when properly 
cared for will perform its functions 
in a satisfactory manner. 
The purposes for which storage bat- 
teries are used and the absolute de- 
pendence that is placed upon them in 


electrical vehicle users some confi- 
dence in their cars. One of the best 
examples of the kind of work that 
ls done by storage batteries and of 
the responsibility for absolute depend- 
able service that is placed upon them, 
is that of emergency batteries, which 
are used by the electric lighting com- 
panies in.our large cities. 

An Exide battery, the largest ie the 
world, has been manufactured and in- 
stalled by the Consolidated Gas, Elec- 
tric Light and Power Plant of Balti- 
more. It is composed of 152 lead- 
lined wooden tanks, each being six and 
one-half feet long, two feet wide and 
four feet deep. They contain 133 
lead plates, making a total of 20,216 
plates in the battery.. This is equal 
to 7500 hofse power. It required 
fifty-one cara to bring the material 
from Philadelphia to Baltimore, the 
| weight being 1,000,000 pounds. 

This large battery was made with 
the same style plates as are used in 
| Exide electric vehicle batteries. Ex- 
‘ide batteries have been improved from 
time to time, and each time give bet- 
ter service. The Hycap-Exide was 
introduced when there was a demand 
for more mileage or charge of bat- 
tery than the Exide could give. Some
